Shield of the Republic : the United States Navy in an era of cold war and violent peace 1945-1962 /
Michael T. Isenberg / 1993 ( A vivid, nuanced, often witty log on the modern Navy. An epic-
sized book, the author displays a refreshingly light touch without undermining the seriousness
of his purpose. A truly comprehensive account, but well worth the effort.)

Thiskind of war: astudy in unpreparedness / T. R. Fehrenbach / 1991 (The reissue of aclassic that is
considered the best history of the Korean war. Talks about initial shortcomings, failings, and
the subsequent resurgence of the Army. First person accounts and a continuing focus on the
importance of cohesion and what it takes to fight and win a*“limited war”.)
